Standard Rate Not 
"Yor Imposed 


In a 90-clause draft Bill on 
Income Tax’ published as io 
supplement to the Government 
Gazette to-day, it is revealed the 
War Revenue Ordinance, 1941 is 
repealed; that no standard rate 
has heen decided upon (in 1941 
it was 14 per cent); -that Pro- 
perty Tax, Profits Tax and In- 
terest Tax will be charged at the 
full standard rate, with provi- 
sions for allowances under cer- 
tain conditions. 


{ A 10 per cent allowance will be 
provided for repaiys to property. 

The draft Bilt provides for ine 
ereused personal and family allow- 
ances. Personal allowance — goes 
from the 1941 figure of $3,000 to 
$5,000; wife allowance from $3,000 
to $4,000; sccond child allowance 
increased to $2,000, third and fourth 
increased to $1,000, 

Allowances will also be made for 
life nssurance premiums,

Football Laws 


CHARGING 
“Charging” states Law, 12, “is 
permissible as long as, in the 
opinion of tte referce, it is fair and 
is made when the ball is within 
playing distance of the. players con- 
cerned and they are defititely 
attempting to play it.” That isa 
quotation from the text of the laws 
of the game. 


Under the “Advice to Players” 
section of Law 12 there is a very 
homely paragraph which reads: “It 
is no disgrace to be bowled over by 
a fnir charge; you will probably so 
over straight away if an opponent 
catches you standing on one foot. 


A good, vigorous shoulder charge, 
in which shoulder meets shoulder, is 
part of the Ife-blood of football. 
There Is a tendency among players 
to protest on being subjected to a 
food shoulder charge. Some specta- 
tors; too,~take -up-the-ery~on-sceings- 
one of their favourites bowled ovor 
from such a charge. If the referee 
had to blow his whistle every time a 
couple of players came together,

needing every able-bodied Pole 
in the gigantic task of recon- 
struction and erasing the scans 
of war's fury, is not encouraging 
their emigration, with the. ex- 
ception of Polish Jews. 

The regime has made it clear it 
will place no obstacles in the way 
of Jews who wish to emigrate legally 
to France, the United States ond such 
Middle Eastern countries as Pales- 
tne. The emigration of Jews is a 
continyous process, and many thou- 
sands if them have crossed frontiers 
egally into Allicd zones in Ger- 
many or intu  Czecho-Slovatia, 

. hoping In some way to carn passage 
.to America or Palestine. 


Attacks on Jews 


The Jows’ desire to move is ace 
celernied by frequent, almost daily 
attacks on sime of thelr number by 
avhat the government says are out- 
Jawed underground bandits and 
“Fascist reactionaries,” 


. To-day, there probably are not 
‘more’ Ui’ 80,000 Jews lott in Poland 
from a prewir population of 3,600- 
000. Nazi slayings and concentratin 
camps are said to have wiped out 
3,000,000 Jews, while several hun- 
dred thousand managed to flee the 
country during and after the German 
occupation. 

There has been nothing to Indicate 
that any sizable number of Poles 
want to po to Lathn America, 
although there {s a large population 
wf Poles there, particularly in Brazil.
